Oregon  has  no  bonded  indebtedness  or  outstanding  liabil- 
ities which  there  are  not  funds  to  meet  except  the  "certifi- 
cates of  evidence  of  allowance  of  claims"  issued  in  pursu- 
ance to  law;  and  these  cannot  be  paid  until  an  appropriation 
is  made  therefor.

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The  State  Treasurer  was  compelled  to  begin  endorsing 
warrants  "not  paid  for  want  of  funds"  January  14,  1910, 
and  continued  so  endorsing  until  March  31,  1910,  when  pay- 
ments began  to  come  in  from  the  various  counties  under  the 
1910  apportionment.  This  temporary  lack  of  funds  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  in  making  up  the  tax  apportionment  for  1909, 
the  State  officers,  whose  duty  it  was  to  make  such  apportion- 
ment, could  only  include  items  of  expense  to  which  the  State 
would  be  subject  under  existing  laws,  items  of  deficiency, 
sums  provided  by  law  for  current  expenses  of  the  Oregon 
National  Guard,  support  of  the  University  of  Oregon  and  the 
State  Agricultural  College,  estimated  expense  of  the  session 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  1909,  and  $200,000.00  for 
additional  public  buildings  and  improvements.  All  other 
appropriations  made  subsequently  by  the  Legislative  Assembly 
could  not  be  levied  for  until  1910  and  there  was  no  money  in 
the  treasury  to  pay  warrants  drawn  upon  these  additional 
appropriations  until  the  1910  levy  was  made  to  cover  them 
and  collection  made  thereon.  The  State  Treasurer  will  not 
be  required  to  endorse  warrants  again  this  year  as  the  cash 
on  hand  and  receipts  from  the  counties  and  other  sources 
will  enable  him  to  pay  all  warrants  presented. 
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The  following  table  shows  amount  of  warrants  outstanding 
October  1,  1908 ;  warrants  drawn  October  1,  1908,  to  Septem- 
ber 30,  1910,  inclusive;  warrants  returned  cancelled  and  paid 
October  1,  1908,  to  September  30,  1910,  inclusive,  and  the 
balances  outstanding  September  30,  1910.

MISCELLANEOUS  FUNDS. 

Statement  I,  Exhibits  A  to  Z,  gives  the  total  cash  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  authorized  funds  for  the  two  years 
ending*  September  30,  1910,  as  shown  by  the  State  Treasurer's 
duplicate  receipts  and  certified  schedules  of  warrants  and 
disbursements  filed;  also  the  balances  on  hand  in  the  State 
treasury  September  30,  1910,  together  with  a  statement  of 
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the  sources  from  which  they  were  derived  and  the  purposes 
for  which  they  were  and  may  be  exoended  . 

During  the  last  few  years  several  special  funds  have  been 
created,  which  are  not  Daid  by  warrants  issued  from  this  office, 
such  as  the  State  Board  of  Examiners'  Fund,  Pure  Food  Fund, 
etc.  As  stated  in  my  previous  report,  I  believe  that  all  such 
funds  should  be  credited  to  the  General  Fund  and  pajonents 
made  therefrom  by  warrants  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 
In  other  words,  all  claims  should  be  audited  by  the  State 
Auditor  and  paid  by^  warrants  issued  by  him. 

Semi-annual  examinations  of  the  accounts  of  the  State 
Treasurer  have  been  made,  cash  on  hand  counted,  and  reports 
thereof  filed  with  the  Governor  as  required  under  section 
2379  of  the  code. 

STATE  REVENUE. 

The  revenue  of  the  State  is  principally  derived  from  the 
annual  tax  apportionment.  The  remainder  is  made  up  of  cor- 
poration licenses,  insurance  licenses  and  taxes,  tax  on  legacies, 
gifts  and  inheritances,  unexpended  balances,  etc. 

The  apportionment  for  1909  required  $1,680,697.35;  of 
this  sum  $405,697.35  was  estimated  as  coming  from  indirect 
sources,  and  the  balance  of  $1,275,000.00  was  apportioned 
among  the  several  counties  in  accordance  with  law. 

In  1910  the  total  amount  required  was  $2,188,778,35,  $660,- 
377.56  of  which  was  estimated  as  coming  from  indirect 
sources  and  $1,528,400.79,  the  balance,  was  divided  among 
the  various  counties.  The  expenses  of  the  State  are  neces- 
sarily growing  larger  year  by  year  and  this  must  be  expected 
as  the  State  is  increasing  in  pooulation  more  rapidly  than 
ever  before  in  its  history.  Judicious  advertising  by  many 
localities  has  called  attention  to  the  great  opportunities  wait- 
ing the  settler  and  undoubtedly  the  immigration  will  increase 
for  many  years  to  come.  I  do  not  believe,  however,  that  the 
increased  expense  is  out  of  proportion  to  the  growth  of 
the  State  or  to  its  needs.  A  state  in  its  developing  period, 
with  so  many  diverse  interests  and  such  a  sparse  population, 
must  be  more  expensive  than  an  older  and  more  thickly  popu- 
lated one ;  yet,  by  comparison  with  the  older  states,  it  is  shown 
that  the  management  of  the  State  is  conservative  and  econ- 
omical. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  following  table  shows  the  amount  of  the  various  appro- 
priations since  January  1,  1901  : 
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ESTIMATE  OF  EXPENSES. 

The  following  shows  an  estimate  of  the  amounts  believed 
necessary  to  meet  the  statutory  requirements  of  the  State 
government  for  the  years  1911  and  1912  and  to  cover  the 
deficiencies  of  1909  and  1910.  It  does  not  include,  however, 
estimates  for  the  various  State  eleemosynary,  penal  and  re- 
formative institutions  in  and  near  Salem  for  the  reason  that 
the  last  legislative  assembly  passed  a  resolution  requiring  a 
committee  consisting  of  three  hold-over  senators  and  three 
members  of  the  next  House  of  Representatives  to  investigate 
the  conditions  and  requirements  of  the  various  State  institu- 
tions and  report  to  the  legislature  when  convened.  Their 
report  will  give  their  estimate  of  the  appropriations  required 
for  all  State  institutions  and  respectfully  refer  you  to  that 
report  when  made. 
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DEFICIENCIES. 

The  appropriations  made  by  the  legislative  assembly  of  1909 
were  sufficient  to  meet  all  expenses  incurred  to  September  30, 
1910,  excepting  those  providing  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
State  Institution  for  Feeble-Minded,  Oregon  Domestic  Animal 
Commission,  Transportation  of  convicts,  arrest  and  return  of 
fugitives  from  justice.  Board  of  State  Pilot  Commissioners, 
expenses  of  Board  of  Higher  Curricula.  The  deficiencies  of 
the  Board  of  State  Pilot  Commissioners  and  expenses  of 
Board  of  Higher  Curricula  were  due  to  the  fact  that  the  last 
legislative  assembly  made  no  appropriations  for  them. 

There  will  be  an  increase  in  the  deficiencies  in  these  funds 
as  additional  claims  are  presented  for  the  quarter  ending 
December  31,  1910.  Deficiencies  will  also  be  incurred  before 
the  end  of  the  year  in  the  general  expenses,  salaries  of  offi- 
cers, etc.,  of  the  Oregon  State  Insane  Asylum,  State  Peni- 
tentiary, salaries  of  circuit  judges,  salaries  of  district  attor- 
neys and  deputies,  transportation  of  insane,  printing,  and  a 
few  other  funds  as  the  balances  at  this  date  are  very  small. 
The  increase  in  the  cost  of  all  supplies  and  material  and,  in 
the  case  of  some  of  the  institutions,  a  greater  increase  in  the 
number  of  inmates  than  was  estimated  when  the  appropria- 
tions were  made  account  for  these  deficiencies.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  figure  with  any  degree  of  certainty  what  the  cost  of 
an  institution  will  be  for  two  years  in  advance.  In  the  case 
of  the  Insane  Asylum,  for  instance,  it  was  estimated  that  the 
Institution  for  Feeble-Minded,  by  taking  away  the  class  of 
inmates  belonging  to  the  latter  institution,  would  relieve  the 
congestion  at  the  larger  institution  or,  at  least,  prevent  an 
increase  during  the  term.  Yet,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  132 
inmates  were  taken  from  the  Insane  Asylum,  the  superin- 
tendent's report  for  the  quarter  ending  September  30,  1910, 
shows  there  were  59  more  inmates  than  on  September  30, 1908. 

What  the  exact  amount  of  these  deficiencies  will  be,  it  is 
impossible  to  determine  until  after  December  31,  1910,  when 
all  claims  will  have  been  presented. 

FEES. 

My  last  report  shows  that  the  amount  of  all  licenses,  fees, 
etc.,  collected  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  paid  into  the 
State  treasury,  from  January  1,  1908,  to  September  30,  1909, 
was  $121,548.64 ;  and  from  October  1,  1908,  to  September  30, 
1910,  was  $153,385.74. 

To  make  a  fair  comparison  we  should  take  the  same  periods 
of  each  term  deducting  all  insurance  fees  and  licenses  (as 
since  March  1,  1909,  no  insurance  money  has  been  received  in 
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this  office) ,  and  it  shows  $96,986.92  collected  January  1,  1907, 
to  September  30,  1908,  and  $128,693.53  collected  January  1, 
1909,  to  September  30,  1910,  a  gain  of  nearly  33  1-3  per  cent 

RECEIPTS. 

The  total  amount  received  in  the  State  treasury  from  cor- 
poration fees  and  license,  taxes  on  insurance  permiums,  insur- 
ance licenses,  inheritance  tax,  etc.,  from  all  sources  in  1909 
amounted  to  $362,967.54  and  will  be,  probably,  a  little  more 
for  1910,  or  a  total  of  more  than  $725,000.00  for  the  two 
years  as  compared  with  $635,070.09  received  during  1907- 
1908  and  $55,332.32  for  1899-1900.  This  great  gain  is  par- 
tially derived  from  the  growth  of  the  State,  but  mostly  from 
the  enactment  of  laws  taxing  corporations,  inheritances  and 
abolishing  the  fee  system,  etc.,  and  proves  conclusively  that 
the  tendency  of  Oregon  legislation,  like  that  of  all  the  other 
states,  is  to  raise  as  much  of  the  revenue  as  possible  by  such 
methods  of  taxation;  and  if  not  carried  to  such  an  extreme 
as  to  be  unjust  or  prevent  capital  from  investing  in  the  State, 
it  is  the  best  method  yet  devised  to  lessen  the  direct  tax  upon 
the  people. 

UNCLAIMED  BANK  DEPOSITS. 

In  compliance  with  the  act  of  1907,  requiring  the  cashier 
or  the  secretary  of  every  institution  in  which  deposits  of 
money  are  made,  to  return  to  the  Secretary  of  State  (within 
fifteen  days  after  July  1,  1907,  and  every  second  year  there- 
after) a  sworn  statement  showing  amount  standing  to  the 
credit  of  every  depositor,  who  shall  not  have  made  a  deposit  or 
who  shall  not  have  withdrawn  any  part  of  his  deposit,  prin- 
cipal or  interest,  for  the  period  of  more  than  seven  years,  the 
following  banking  institutions  reported  such  unclaimed 
deposits  for  1909  and  a  certified  copy  of  these  reports  was 
made  for  the  Attorney  General  and  filed  with  him:

TAX  COMMISSION. 

No  subject  is  of  more  importance  than  that  of  assessment 
and  taxation  as  it  affects  all  citizens.  The  last  legislative 
assembly  created  a  Board  of  State  Tax  Commissioners,  and, 
in  pursuance  to  the  requirements  of  the  act,  Messrs.  J.  B. 
Eaton  and  C.  V.  Galloway  were  appointed  such  commissioners. 
They  have  personally  advised  with  all  county  officers  having 
charge  of  matters  pertaining  to  assessments,  equalization,  levy 
and  collection  of  taxes,  equalized  values  between  the  counties, 
assessed  property  which  this  law  requires  them  to  assess  and 
have  done  much  other  preliminary  work.  I  refer  you  to 
their  report  for  full  information  concerning  their  actions, 
and  believe  none  will  be  of  more  importance  or  receive  more 
careful  reading. 

CODE  COMMISSION. 

In  compliance  with  the  act  of  1909,  the  Supreme  Court  ap- 
pointed Hon.  W.  P.  Lord  as  Code  Commissioner,  and  Mr.  R. 
W.  Montague  was  appointed  Assistant  Commissioner.  No 
one  can  doubt  the  wisdom  of  these  appointments,  or  the 
qualifications  and  abilities  of  the  appointees.  The  new  code 
known  as  "Lord's  Oregon  Laws"  is  now  being  printed. 
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Under  said  act  2,000  sets  were  to  be  bound  and  turned  over 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  on  or  before  November  1,  1910,  and 
3,000  sets  printed  and  delivered  unbound  to  the  same  of- 
ficer, to  be  bound  up  later,  in  quantities,  to  supply  the  de- 
mands. The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  who  have  super- 
vision of  this  matter,  have  extended  the  time  fixed  for  com- 
pleting the  Code  to  January  1st,  so  that  all  measures  passed 
at  the  November,  1910,  election  could  be  inserted.  All  laws 
were  compared  with  the  originals,  checked  with  previous 
compilations  and  fully  annotated;  and  this  new  Code  will 
not  only  reflect  honor  upon  the  able  Commissioner  and  all 
who  assisted  him,  but  be  of  inestimable  value  to  the  legral 
fraternity. 

INDIAN  WAR  CLAIMS. 

The  appropriation  of  1903  of  $100,000.00,  to  pay  the  vet- 
erans of  the  Indian  Wars  of  1855-56,  was  insufficient  to  pay 
all  claims  presented  and  the  legislature  of  1909  made  an  ap- 
propriation amounting  to  $683.57  in  payment  of  such  claims 
as  were  on  file  at  that  time.  Since  then  claims  amountins: 
to  $848.81  have  been  received  and  are  on  file;  and  as  more 
claims  will  undoubtedly  be  presented  during  the  next  two 
years,  I  suggest  that  an  appropriation  of  $3,000.00  be  made 
to  cover  such  claims,  thus  insuring  prompt  payment.  The 
few  survivors  are  getting  very  old  and  feeble  and  should 
not  be  compelled  to  wait  an  additional  two  years,  which  they 
must  do  if  this  appropriation  is  not  made.  They  are  en- 
titled to  all  consideration  for  valuable  services  rendered  this 
State  and  all  just  claims  should  be  promptly  paid. 

BUILDING  AND  LOAN  AND  SAVINGS  AND  LOAN  ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  Equitable  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  of  Portland, 
Oregon,  is  the  only  Oregon  building  and  loan  association  that 
is  required  to  comply  with  the  law  governing  such  associa- 
tions. It  has  strictly  complied  with  our  laws  and  each  year 
its  mortgages  and  securities  have  been  checked  and  found  to 
be  correct.  One  foreign  building  and  loan  association,  the 
Western  Loan  and  Savings  Company,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
is  authorized  to  transact  this  class  of  business  in  Oregon,  and 
a  certificate  was  issued  to  said  company  September  7,  1910, 
for  the  year  ending  September  1,  1911. 

Now  that  we  have  a  Bank  Examiner,  these  associations 
should  be  placed  under  his  jurisdiction  and  it  should  be  his 
duty  to  examine  their  securities,  receive  their  reports  and  see 
that  they  fully  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  law. 
INFORMATION  CONCERNING  THE  STATE'S  RESOURCES. 

Most  of  the  Western  states  publish  pamphlets  showing  their 
resources,  industries,  etc.,  and  it  is  one  of  the  best  methods  of 
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advertising  a  state  can  devise.  We  have  hundreds  of  inquiries 
for  such  a  book,  but  it  is  years  since  one  was  compiled  and 
we  refer  all  such  inquiries  to  the  various  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce or  to  the  Boards  of  Trade  throughout  the  State,  having 
such  publications  for  distribution.  These,  of  course,  are  more 
or  less  local  and,  as  to  be  expected,  refer  particularly  to  that 
portion  of  the  State  from  which  they  are  issued.  There  should 
be  a  publication  by  the  State  of  Oregon  covering  the  entire 
State  and  recommend  that  provision  be  made  therefor  by  this 
legislature  authorizing  its  compilation,  printing  and  distribu- 
tion, as  it  would  not  only  aid  in  calling  attention  to  our  un- 
developed resources  and  opportunities  but  be  of  great  value 
to  prospective  settlers.  The  fact  that  it  was  issued  by  the 
State  would  give  it  the  authority  that  a  local  or  private  edition 
would  not  and  could  not  have.  Some  day,  Oregon  with  its 
mild  climate,  fertile  soil  and  vast  area  will  be  one  of  the 
richest  and  most  thickly  populated  states  in  the  Union;  and 
such  a  publication  would  show  that  such  is  the  fact.

CORPORATIONS. 

The  most  important  and  beneficial  legislation  relating  to 
revenue  that  has  been  enacted  in  recent  years,  is  the  act  of 
1903,  known  as  the  "Corporation  Tax  Law."  As  a  revenue 
producer  it  has  exceeded  the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  its 
promoters,  and  has  been  the  means  of  relieving  to  a  large  ex- 
tent, the  burden  which  had  been  heretofore  borne  by  real  and 
personal  properties  only. 

Each  year  demonstrates  its  efficiency,  and,  with  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  State,  each  biennial  report  shows  an 
increase  of  revenue  therefrom  over  the  preceeding  term.  The 
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collections  in  corporation  fees  and  licenses,  by  biennial  per- 
iods since  the  law  went  into  effect,  are  as  follows: 


This  is  an  increase  of  $59,648.71  over  the  preceding  bi- 
ennial term.  It  will  be  noted  from  a  comparison  of  the  above 
figures  that  the  revenues  to  the  State  from  this  source  have 
been  growing  in  proportion  as  the  State  increased  in  popula- 
tion and  its  various  industries  and  resources  have  been  dev- 
eloped. 

During  the  biennial  period  from  October  1, 1908,  to  Septem- 
ber 31,  1910,  there  have  been  filed  in  this  office  2040  articles 
of  incorporation  organized  for  gain  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Oregon,  and  178  foreign  corporations  have  filed  dec- 
larations of  purpose  to  trasact  business  in  Oregon. 

These  corporations  cover  a  wide  diversification  of  indus- 
tries and  tend  to  show  the  great  increase  of  our  State's  busi- 
ness and  prosperity  of  our  commonwealth. 

There  have  been  filed  189  articles  of  incorporation  for  char- 
itable, religious  and  similar  purposes ;  141  supplementary  arti- 
cles of  incorporation;  206  increase  of  capital  stock;  65  de- 
crease of  capital  stock  and  233  dissolutions.  The  fees  col- 
lected therefor  by  this  office  amount  to  $105,582.55  and  the 
amount  of  annual  license  fees  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer  dur- 
ing said  term  is  $265,737.55,  making  a  total  of  $371,320,10, 
as  a  result  of  said  law. 

As  stated  in  report  to  the  twenty-fourth  legislative  assem- 
bly, I  believe  that  the  corporation  acts  of  1903  and  subsequent 
acts  relating  to  licensing  domestic  and  foreign  corporations,  is 
the  best  financial  legislation  that  has  been  enacted  in  this 
State.  There  are,  however,  a  few  changes  which  would  in- 
crease its  efficiency,  and  which  I  respectfully  recommend  for 
your  consideration. 

Some  provision  should  be  made  whereby  a  foreign  corpora- 
tion which  fails  or  refuses  to  file  an  annual  report  or  pay  the 
annual  license  fee  provided  by  law,  for  a  period  of  two  years, 
can  be  reported  to  the  Governor  and  the  charter  or  authority 
to  transact  business  in  the  State  of  Oregon,  by  him  revoked ; 
also  provision  and  terms  whereby  such  foreign  corporation, 
whose  authority  to  transact  business  in  this  State  has  been 
revoked,  can  be  reinstated. 

There  should  also  be  some  provision  whereby  a  for- 
eign corporation  organized  for  charitable,  religious,  and 
similar  purposes,  other  than  for  gain,  can  be  required  to  file 
declaration  setting  forth  purpose,  location  of  principal  place

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of  business  in  this  State,  appointing  some  person  as  its  attor- 
ney in  fact  upon  whom  service  of  legal  process  may  be  made, 
and  requiring  such  corporation  to  pay  the  same  fee  of  $5.00 
upon  filing  such  documents  as  is  required  to  be  paid  by  domes- 
tic corporations  organized  for  like  purpose. 

Some  further  provision  should  be  made  to  further  amerce 
foreign  corporations  transacting  business  in  this  State,  which 
do  not  comply  with  the  provisions  of  law.  There  are  many 
such  corporations,  and  it  is  not  always  possible  to  learn  when 
foreign  corporations  come  into  the  State  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  unless  by  or  of,  its  own  accord  it  complies  with 
law. 

One  of  the  most  important  changes  is  needed  in  the  act  of 
1905,  relating  to  mining  corporations.  Section  1  of  said  act 
should  be  amended  so  that  any  corporation  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  mining  for  precious  metals,  and  whose  business  it 
shall  be  to  engage  in  said  business  only,  shall,  in  order  to  get 
the  benefit  of  the  $10.00  license  fee  provided  by  said  section, 
file  its  annual  report  during  the  month  of  June  of  each  year, 
and  the  failure  of  such  corporation  to  file  such  report  on  or 
before  July  1st  each  year,  shall  preclude  such  corporation 
from  the  provisions  of  said  act,  and  it  be  required  to  pay  the 
same  fees  as  license  as  are  required  to  be  paid  by  other  domes- 
tic corporations  of  like  amount  of  capital  stock.  My  reason 
for  this  recommendation  is  that  many  corporations  of  this 
character  do  not  file  annual  reports,  for  a  year  after  the  same 
are  due,  and  as  the  Secretary  of  State  is  required  to  file  a 
report  with  the  State  Treasurer  on  the  15th  day  of  July  each 
year,  showing  the  amount  due  from  corporations,  based  upon 
the  capital  stock  therof,  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the 
amount  due  from  corporations  of  this  character  until  their 
annual  reports  are  filed. 

Under  the  provisions  of  law,  the  Secretary  of  State  is 
required,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  July  each  year,  to  file 
with  the  State  Treasurer  the  amount  of  license  fees  due  from 
all  corporations  existing  and  transacting  business  in  the  State 
of  Oregon.  As  this  report  must  show  all  corporations  which 
have  filed  articles  on  or  before  July  1st,  and  corporations  are 
given  until  July  1st  each  year  in  which  to  file  reports,  it  is 
impossible  to  make  such  report  to  the  State  Treasurer  within 
the  time  specified,  and  I  would  recommend  the  law  be 
amended  so  that  the  Secretary  of  State  be  required  to  file 
such  report  with  the  State  Treasurer  on  or  before  the  15th 
day  of  September  each  year. 

I  also  recommend  that  where  a  corporation  files  an  increase 
of  its  capital  stock  and  the  increase  is  not  sufficient  to  require 
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such  corporation  to  pay  a  fee  under  the  existing  law,  that  such 
corporation  be  required  to  pay  a  filing  fee  of  $5.00  upon  filing 
its  certificate  of  increase. 

The  law  requires  that  all  articles  of  incorporation  filed  in 
this  office  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 
This  practice  fills  the  vaults  and,  in  my  opinion,  is  a  need- 
less expense  to  the  State,  as  the  original  articles  are  on  file 
and  indexed,  and  from  which  originals  all  copies  are  made. 
I  would,  therefore,  advise  the  repeal  of  the  law  requiring  arti- 
cles of  incorporation  to  be  recorded. 

As  required  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  172,  Laws  of  Ore- 
gon, 1905,  I  did  on  January  3,  1910,  report  to  the  Governor 
of  the  State  of  Oregon  a  list  of  all  corporations  which,  for 
two  consecutive  years  next  preceding  the  said  3rd  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1910,  had  failed,  neglected  or  refused  to  furnish  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  any  statement  required  to  be  furnished 
under  any  law  of  this  State,  or  to  pay  the  State  Treasurer 
any  license  fee  required  to  be  paid  under  the  laws  of  this 
State;  and  the  Governor  did,  by  proclamation  made  on  the 
4th  day  of  January,  1910,  under  the  provisions  of  law,,  declare 
each  and  all  of  the  said  corporations  so  reported  dissolved, 
and  their  articles  of  incorporation  revoked  and  repealed,  and 
all  powers  conferred  by  law  upon  such  corporations  inoper- 
ative and  void;  and  a  list  of  the  dissolved  corporations  was 
published,  as  required  by  law. 

INSURANCE. 

The  legislature  of  1909  created  the  "Department  of  Insur- 
ance of  the  State  of  Oregon,"  under  the  charge  and  direc- 
tion of  a  chief  officer  known  as  the  Insurance  Commissioner. 
In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  Governor 
appointed  Mr.  S.  A.  Kozer  as  such  Insurance  Commissioner 
and  since  March  1,  1909,  the  date  the  law  went  into  effect,  it 
has  been  under  the  supervision  of  said  officer  and  this  office 
has  had  nothing  to  do  with  insurance  matters.  From  October 
1,  1908,  to  March  1,  1909,  during  which  time  this  office  had 
charge  of  insurance  matters,  there  was  collected  and  paid  into 
the  State  treasury  on  account  of  insurance,  the  following 
amounts :

The  report  of  the  Insurance  Commissioner  will  show  all 
fees  received  and  matters  pertaining  to  insurance  since  the 
above  date  and  respectfully  refer  you  to  his  report,  which 
fully  covers  all  data  concerning  insurance  matters. 
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AUTOMOBILES. 

The  act  regulating  the  use  of  automobiles,  motor  vehicles 
and  motor  cycles  should  be  amended.  At  the  time  it  was 
enacted  there  were  but  few  such  machines  in  the  State;  but 
now,  with  nearly  5,000  registered  and  the  number  rapidly 
increasing,  additional  legislation  is  required. 

The  present  law  requires  the  Secretary  of  State  to  keep  a 
record  of  all  statements  received  and  of  all  certificates  issued 
by  him ;  and  we  have  requested  owners  to  notify  us  whenever 
their  cars  were  sold  or  transferred  to  other  parties  so  our 
record  would  show  the  present  owner  of  each  car.  Many  fail 
to  do  this  and  there  is  no  way  of  compelling  them  to  comply 
with  this  request.  We  also  find  that,  in  many  cases,  when 
such  notification  is  received,  the  description  sent  is  not  like 
the  one  on  our  records  for  that  number,  but  describes  a  differ- 
ent car,  showing  the  tag  has  been  transferred  in  violation 
of  law.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  law  be  changed  and 
these  certificates  of  registration  and  tag  numbers  be  issued 
annually;  and  also  provision  made  for  a  special  certificate 
and  tag  for  dealers  to  use  upon  demonstration  cars.  If  some- 
thing is  not  done,  our  record  will  be  of  little  value  for  identifi- 
cation purposes  and  the  law  will  be  frequently  violated. 

TRADEMARKS. 

The  law  relating  to  trademarks  is  very  incomplete  and  so 
indefinite  that  arbitrary  decisions  must  be  made  in  many 
cases  and  an  entirely  new  law  should  be  enacted,  based  upon 
the  law  of  some  of  the  older  states,  like  Illinois,  Massachusetts 
or  New  York  and  modified  to  suit  our  requirements.  Among 
other  things,  it  should  require  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion making  application  for  a  trademark  to  file  proof,  with 
the  application,  that  no  copyright  has  ever  been  issued  for  the 
same  name,  mark,  brand,  etc.  It  should  also  definitely  state 
what  can  be  accepted  for  filing  and  what  constitutes  a  similar 
name,  mark,  brand,  designation  or  description.  No  change  or 
amendment  has  been  made  in  this  law  since  1862;  and  there 
is  no  law  upon  our  statute  books  so  indefinite  as  this  one. 

INHERITANCE  TAX. 

The  receipts  from  this  tax  are  increasing  rapidly.  The 
first  two  years  ending  September  30,  1906,  they  amounted  to 
$6,626.93.  For  the  last  two  years,  ending  September  30,  1910, 
they  were  $113,423.24.  No  tax  is  more  just.  It  is  not  a 
tax  upon  the  labor  or  savings  of  the  recipient,  but  upon  prop- 
erty coming  to  him  from  others,  and  he  can  well  afford  to 
contribute  something  to  the  State  whose  laws  secured  him  his 
inheritance. 
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As  all  payments  are  made  to  the  State  Treasurer,  I  refer 
you  to  his  report  for  full  information  upon  this  subject  and 
any  suggestions  he  may  wish  to  make  regarding  the  law. 

SCALP  BOUNTY  ACT. 

The  last  Legislature  passed  an  a^t  appropriating  $40,- 
000  for  bounties  on  wild  animals,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
in  the  sparsely  settled  counties  such  a  law  is  a  great  protec- 
tion to  the  owners  of  stock.  It  required  the  counties  to  pay 
one-half  the  amount  and  the  State  to  pay  the  remainder. 
Proper  blanks  were  made  up  and  sent  to  all  the  county  clerks 
and  statements  have  been  received  monthly  from  each  county 
clerk  having  claims  on  file,  verified  by  said  officer,  giving 
the  name  of  each  and  every  claimant,  the  number  and  kind 
of  scalps  and  total  amount.  Warrant  was  then  issued  in 
favor  of  the  county  for  one-half  this  total.  We  estimate  there 
will  be  a  balance  of  about  $14,000  in  the  fund  at  the  end  of 
the  term,  December  31,  1910,  as  September  30,  1910,  our 
books  showed  $17,288.75  unexpended. 

CAPITOL  BUILDING. 

The  Secretary  of  State  has  always  had  supervision  over 
the  Capitol  building;  but,  as  some  doubt  existed  as  to  his 
authority,  the  last  legislature  passed  an  act  vesting  the  care, 
custody  and  control  of  the  building  and  grounds  in  said 
officer. 

The  legislature  also  made  two  appropriations  of  $23,500.00 
and  $25,000.00,  respectively,  for  reinforcing  the  library  floor, 
outside  walls  of  the  building,  main  staircases,  installing  tile 
floors  on  first  and  second  stories,  spading  lawn,  extra  gar- 
dener, seeds,  bulbs,  plants,  etc.,  rewiring  building,  excavat- 
ing basement  and  cement  floor,  cement  walks  on  north  and 
south  sides  of  grounds  and  cement  driveways,  new  cast  iron 
water  main  from  Penitentiary  and  Asylum  to  Capitol,  parti- 
tioning rooms,  changing  rooms,  etc. 

The  library  floor  and  outside  walls  were  carefully  examined 
by  a  competent  architect  and  a  builder  and  found  perfectly 
safe  and  capable  of  supporting  what  they  were  carrying  now 
and  much  additional  weight,  the  seeming  signs  of  strain  and 
weakness  being  caused  by  the  natural  shrinkage  of  the  tim- 
bers. I  regret  to  say,  however,  that  this  fall  the  walls  of  the 
representative  hall  have  shown  weakness  by  cracking  in  a 
number  of  places,  particularly  in  the  south  end.  The  weight 
on  the  library  floor  is  constantly  increasing  from  the  ac- 
cumulation of  books,  as  many  are  bought  and  added  to  the 
library. each  year;  but  presume  the  architect  and  the  builder 
consulted  were  right  in  their  opinions,  though  it  does  seem 
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as  if  the  natural  shrinkage  of  the  timbers  should  have  ceased 
before  this  time. 

A  double  steel  girder  was*  placed  under  the  second  floor 
stairway  and  that  is  now  strong  enough  to  bear  any  weight 
that  can  be  placed  upon  it.  The  first  and  second  stories 
were  tiled,  the  contract  being  given  to  the  Empire  Tile  and 
Mantle  Company,  the  lowest  bidders.  The  pattern  is  a  small 
white  hexagonal  tile  with  every  tenth  tile  a  black  one,  and  a 
border  of  black  and  white  square  tiles.  It  has  made  not  only 
a  great  improvement  in  the  looks  of  the  building,  but 
brightened  the  dark  corridors  and  rotunda.  No  improvement 
since  the  dome  was  erected  has  so  added  to  the  looks  of  the 
Capitol.  To  finish  the  work,  this  legislature  should  make  an 
appropriation  for  the  third  floor. 

The  entire  lawn  was  spaded  up,  thoroughly  worked  and 
then  seeded  down  to  grass.  Several  thousand  red  geraniums 
were  planted  along  the  edges  of  the  walks  and  have  added 
much  to  the  beauty  of  the  grounds. 

The  building  has  been  rewired  and  is  now  as  safe  from 
fire  as  it  can  be  made.  These  wires  have  always  been  a 
great  menace  to  the  building,  as  many  of  them  were  put  in 
years  ago  before  much  attention  was  paid  to  safety.  As  there 
has  never  been  any  insurance  on  this  building,  had  it  burned 
down,  it  would  not  only  have  meant  a  total  loss  of  at  least 
half  a  million  dollars,  but  the  loss  of  all  records,  papers  and 
the  books  in  the  State  library,  many  of  which  could  not 
have  been  replaced.  All  wires  are  now  in  conduits  and  do 
not  and  cannot  touch  any  inflammable  substance.  This  work 
was  let  by  contract  to  the  Pacific  Electric  Engineering  Com- 
pany and  all  work  done  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  sug- 
gestions of  the  fire  underwriters. 

In  regard  to  the  insuring  the  Capitol,  mentioned  favorably 
in  some  of  the  previous  reports,  I  wish  to  state  that  I  am 
opposed  to  the  State  carrying  any  insurance  on  this  build- 
ing. With  all  wires  protected,  with  employees  always  in  the 
building,  and  with  the  other  precautions  such  as  hose  on  three 
floors,  I  believe  the  State  can  well  afford  to  carry  such  risk. 

All  departments  have  been  sadly  cramped  for  room  in 
which  to  store  old  records  and  papers.  With  a  part  of  this 
appropriation,  eight  rooms  were  excavated  under  the  Capitol, 
as  well  as  passage  ways  connecting  them,  floors  cemented, 
shelving  put  in  and  these  store  rooms  are  now  in  use. 

Cement  walks  have  been  laid  on  the  north  and  south  sides 
of  the  grounds  the  entire  length,  as  well  as  twelve-foot  cement 
driveways  on  the  east  and  west  sides  across  the  grounds  and 
winding  cement  walks  connecting  with  others  already  laid.  In 
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addition,  a  large  plot  of  ground  where  wood  is  delivered  to 
the  furnaces  was  cemented  over. 

A  cast  iron  water  main  of  large  size  has  been  put  down 
between  the  Penitentiary  and  the  Capitol.  This  has  increased 
the  amount  of  water  delivered;  and  the  elevator,  with  this 
extra  water  and  improvements  made  in  the  machinery,  now 
travels  at  fair  speed  and,  for  the  first  time,  is  of  real  use. 

Many  other  changes  and  needed  improvements  have  been 
made  and  sincerely  believe  all  the  appropriations  were 
expended  to  the  best  advantage.  How  these  two  appropria- 
tions were  used  and  the  cost  of  each  of  the  improvements  will 
be  found  in  the  proper  tables  in  this  report. 

At  this  time,  I  should  like  to  call  attention  to  the  urgent 
necessity  of  making  some  addition  or  additions  to  the  build- 
ing. The  legislature  has  about  fifty  active  committees  and 
we  have  only  a  few  vacant  rooms,  compelling  us  to  crowd 
five  or  six  committees  in  a  room  and  to  place  the  larger  num- 
ber of  them  in  various  parts  of  the  State  library  or  the  cor- 
ridor in  the  south  wing  of  the  third  floor.  This  is  only  for 
forty  days,  but  the  work  done  by  these  committees  is  of  so 
much  importance  that  some  provision  should  be  made  to  en- 
large the  building.  Besides,  many  of  the  permanent  offices 
need  larger  quarters.  I  hope  this  legislative  assembly  will 
act  upon  this  matter  and  find  some  way  to  relieve  the  situa- 
tion.

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PRINTING,  BINDING,  AND  PAPER. 

The  appropriation  for  the  years  1909  and  19i0  for  public 
printing,  purchase  of  paper,  etc.,  was  $80,000.  Much  of  this 
printing  and  binding  has  not  been  completed  and  it  is  impos- 
sible, at  this  time,  to  make  a  satisfactory  statement  showing 
what  the  total  amount  expended  will  be.  The  printing  and 
binding  for  the  three  months,  October  1  to  December  31, 
1910,  will  be  large  as  it  covers  the  cost  of  the  biennial  reports 
of  the  officers,  departments,  boards,  and  commissions  made 
to  the  Legislative  Assembly  and  finishing  up  the  work  of  the 
two  years.  There  will  undoubtedly  be  a  deficiency  but  no 
statement  can  be  made  of  the  amount  until  the  bills  are  received 
from  the  State  Printer.  Nearly  every  Legislature  creates  new 
commissions  or  new  departments  to  meet  the  increased  growth 
of  the  State  or  new  conditions,  and  it  requires  larger  pur- 
chases of  paper  and  more  printing  and  binding. 

ELECTIONS. 

The  primary  nominating  election  was  held  September  24, 
1910,  and  the  regular  general  election  November  8,  1910. 

As  required  by  law,  three  pamphlets  were  mailed  to  every 
registered  voter  in  the  State,  two  before  the  primary  nominat- 
ing election  and  one  before  the  general  election.  The  first 
contained  portrait  cuts  and  statements  of  all  candidates  that 
were  paid  for  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State.  The 
second  contained  all  measures  referred  to  the  people  with  the 
arguments  submitted.  The  third  contained  portrait  cuts  of 
nominated  candidates,  statements  and  arguments  filed,  with 
the  required  remittances,  by  the  executive  committees  or  man- 
aging officers  of  the  political  parties  and  independents.

JOURNALS  AND  REPORTS. 

All  the  House  and  Senate  Journals  up  to  the  session  of  1909 
have  been  delivered  to  the  State  Librarian  as  required  by  the 
act  of  1907.  The  House  and  Senate  Journals  of  1909,  how- 
ever, were  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  distributed 
by  him  in  accordance  with  act  passed  by  the  Twenty-Fifth 
Le^slative  Assembly.  As  the  State  Librarian  is  the  custodian 
of  all  the  Journals  except  those  of  1909,  this  Legislative 
Assembly  should  pass  an  act  requiring  all  House  and  Senate 
Journals  to  be  delivered  to  the  State  Librarian. 

I  again  recommend  the  matter  of  authorizing  a  reprint  of 
volumes  37  to  54,  inclusive,  of  the  Oregon  Reports  as  there 
are  many  calls  for  these  numbers  and  the  editions  were 
exhausted  long  ago. 

AUDITING. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  17,842  claims, 
amounting  to  $3,946,173.05,  have  been  audited  and  allowed 
and  warrants  issued  therefor;  and  69  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness, amounting  to  $17,004.31,  and  238  certificates  of  evidence 
of  allowance  of  claim,  amounting  to  $49,177.48,  issued.  In 
1907  and  1908  there  were  audited,  allowed,  and  issued  14,167 
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claims,  aggregating  $3,002,588.42,  and  121  certificates  of  evi- 
dence of  allowance  of  claim,  aggregating  $3,732.95,  issued. 
This  shows  a  great  increase  of  work  and  the  other  departments 
will  undoubtedly  show  a  similar  growth. 

The  clerical  force  in  this  office  must  soon  be  increased.  The 
act  of  1907  states  that  eight  hours  should  constitute  a  day's 
labor  for  State  employees,  but  if  the  clerical  force  in  this  office 
had  strictly  obeyed  the  law  the  work  could  not  have  been  done. 
In  justice  to  the  clerks,  I  wish  to  say  that  several  of  them  have 
voluntarily  worked  overtime  during  the  entire  term.  Pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  sufficient  clerical  aid  to  do  the  work 
within  the  hours  fixed  by  law  and  salaries  paid  commensur- 
ate with  the  services  rendered. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  assistance  given  me  by  the  various  State  officers. 
At  all  the  numerous  meetings  of  the  various  boards  and  com- 
missions I  have  always  found  them  ready  and  willing  to  aid 
me  and  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  State  in  every  way. 

Much  praise  is  due  the  superintendents  of  all  State  institu- 
tions and  the  members  of  the  various  boards  and  conmiissions 
for  their  careful  attention  to  the  duties  imposed  upon  them. 

For  the  employees  of  my  own  office,  I  can  only  say  that  no 
clerks  could  have  been  more  faithful  or  willing.  Such  positions 
require  ability,  industry,  and  patience,  and  much  responsibility 
and  trust  must  necessarily  be  placed  upon  them.  That  they 
have  so  successfully  performed  their  duties  is  the  best  proof 
of  their  fitness  for  the  positions  they  fill.  And  I  sincerely 
appreciate  their  services  and  loyalty.
